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(54) CONSTITUTION OF PAGES OF JAPANESE-FOREIGN LANGAUGE DICTIONARY 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a constitution of 
pages of the text entry in a Japanese- English 
dictionary, in its turn, a Japanese-foreign langauge 
dictionary other than English, easily used especially by a »• 
Japanese and capable of being made sufficiently useful 
for English translation. 

SOLUTION: In the text entry pages of the Japanese- 
foreign langauge dictionary, the caption words 1 of 
Japanese to be translated to its foreign langauges and ** 
the arrangement of them are arranged in the order of 
the kana syllabary in phonetic representation inscription 
by a hiragana, a katakana or a rom^ji of the caption 
words t. Under each caption word 1, a corresponding 4 
vocabulary group (with meaning-of-word explanation) 
column explaining the foreign langauge corresponding to 
the meaning of the caption word 1, the foreign langauge 
expression thereof is arranged. The bilingual foreign 
langages entered in the vocabulary group column are 
successively arranged in alphabetical order or the order 
corresponding to the same under the vocabulary group column to form a subtitle and an 
example entry column, in which the examples of successively arranged foreign langauges and 
the Japanese translation thereof are entered, is arranged.
